"Husband in Nanking, ° 


Mr, L, R. Andrewes, of Messrs, 
Johnson, Stokes arid Master,"snid 
he appeared for. the husband in 
consequence of a letler which the 
latter. left behind with his son 
before he went to Nanking, In 
that letter, the son was instructed 
to wet the legal firm to apnear for 
him in the event of his Australian 
wife summoning him. We had 
gone to Nanking lo open a branch 
of his business, 

Mrs. Tsoi On Lee, continued Mr, 
Andrewea, was an Australian lady, 
and she had gone to the Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs before she wis 
sent to the Court.
